TO TAKE JUMP 


Packers Refuse to Pay for Cattle 


The? Pass the Government 


Inspectors. 


SHIPMENTS WILL BE WITHHELD. 


Inspection Service to be Taken Awty if 


Threat is 
Carried 
Out—Commission 


Men Advise Customers to Hold Back 
Shipments for a While. 


CHICAGO, May 27.—Meat prices in 


Chicago may jump skyward this week 
unless*lhe "beef trust"' recedes from its 
recently announced intention to delay- 
payment on certain of its livestock pur- 
chases until they have, passed the gov- 
ernment post mortem examination. 


The packers notified the commission 


firms that beginning today they no long- 
er would stand the loss on condemned 
cattle and in order to protect themselves 
they hud found it necessary to 
refuse 


payment on "cow stuff' until 
it 
has 


passed the government inspectors. 


During the latter part of list week 


thousands of letters and telegrams wer« 
sent out by the commission men to their 
customers notifying them of the action 
that had been taken by the packers and 
advising them to withhold all shipments 
of cattle to the high markets controlled 
by the trusts, until the difficulty is id- 
justed. This is expected to cut the meat 
supply tremendously before the week is 
over, and prices arc expected to go up 
correspondingly. 


To Extend the Field. 


Commission men declare it is the in- 


tention of. the packers to enforce the rule 
with regard to "cow stuff" now in the 
hope that similar action mny be taken 
Inter with reference to their purchases of 
sheep and hogs. 


"Cow stuff," is a minor item in packing 


house business, find commission men sa.y 
it is for this reason that the packers se- 
lected it as the objective in their new 
rulings.

tempt to delay payments on live stock, 
as threatened by the packers would re- 
sult in tlw withdrawal of the inspection 
service.

that with this vessel as a fact we only 
have seventeen battle ships ready for 
duty and say-4 the St. Louis Cilobo Dem- 
ocrat as ''3j.tii.inst sixteen in the Germiin 
navy. Great. Britain is in n class of its 
own, with thirty-three battle .ships in 
active service, "and fifter-ii in tho reserve 
squadron. Japan'is nos't (.0 Franc? in 
active -battle ship strength. .rn'»v,morod 
cruisers France leads this country, but 
the American ships of this kind are num- 
erous and powerful. 


"In actual- fighting ships ready to be 


called on at. short notice, the navy of the 
United States is stronger than at any 
previous time.

DIVORCE IN POLITICS. 
, . 


If divorce is to b« a. coming political 


'ssue in what way will parties divide? 
Will the Republican party go in for a 
tight 
law strictly 
limiting divorce 


grounds, .or will" .tie Democratic party 
"avor a divorce- law .with lens-, rigorous 
n-ovisioris? Or will one party favor na- 
•ional legislation 3nd-.' the other, oppose 
or just how will the division be made! 
Really as this matter of divorce., can 
riardly be said to be a political question, 
in just what way will parties commence 
the new departure, for up.to.date-there 
has been absolutely nothing upon which 
any indication can be seen as to point to 
to i separation of issues. . 


There are'as many in one political 


party interested .in divorce as there, are. 
in another, allowing 'for excess of or'de- 
ficiency of voters. It can.not be made t. 
political issue unless n sufficient number 
of partisans in any one party can in-, 
lluence a platform favoring their' partic- 
ular views, and this seems to be unlike- 
ly. No party would care to adopt a 
plank favoring loose .marriage relationa 
unless it might be the Maxim Gorky 
party and neither would any party .care 
to adopt a plank favoring no divorce. It 
would be of course safe for a plink op- 
posing free and easy divorces, but still 
as prevailing sentiment might oppose 
a closed marriage contract, that is with 
all separation legally made impossible, it 
might be that sikilied platform makers 
might be able to construct something on 
this line.- 
' 


But supposing this to be the case and 


the other party has to take notice. It 
is then to be imagined that the opposing 
party would not care to 
oppose 
this- 


plank, but would proceed to construct 
an equally skillful plank with the prob- 
ability strong that it in meaning would be 
very littie different if any. The chances 
are" if it gets into our politics that both 
parties would agree substantially upon 
the same points and thus might possibly 
influence congress to enact some national 
law of this kind and still congress in 
fact can no more do this, than it can reg- 
ulate some other private matters. But 
what might be donn would be to influence 
the bringing about of a 
constitutional 


amendment with this purpose in view. 
But there would hardly be any political 
issue. 
As tur social conditions affect 


citizens regardless of politics, it will be 
safer to believe divorce will never reach 
there. 


FKESEBVE THE DECENCIES. 


For the sake of common decency and 


of civilization, that sterilization bill that 
has passed the assembly, should be killed 
by the senate, and if not by the senate, 
then veto by the governor. This Elver mea- 
sure pretends to authorize the sterilisa- 
tion of idiotic and of epileptic persons 
so unfortunate as to fall into the clutches 
of state authority,-that is who may be 
found in the county and state asylums, 
with the object of preventing further

- T3ZMTOBACCO.TRUST. 


The ravages of the 
tobacco trust 


among the growers.has at last awaken- 
ed a feeling of bitter hostility, that in 
Kentucky unfortunately has taken on 
;he form cf violence. This is all wrong 
of course .and >an but do the growers 
great harm^because the country does not 
Stand "'for' rioting and 
destruction of 


property. The great losses to the grow- 
ers, that is to say, the always lessening 
receipts is due as much to the present 
aws as anything else, and the tobacco 
growers in evory state should take up 
,he matter of bringing to bear their in- 
fluence upon tho government, that is 
congruss,-to'reconstruct the rules of the 
internal revenue . which make possible 
;he -continued existence of the trust by 
the excessively strict-rules, in force which 
prevent the tobacco.growers from sell- 
'ng-their.products as they, are pleased to 
sell them. Under the rules the trust 
agents experience none or but little trou- 
blo and as there is no law enforced to 
squeeze the trust people and ao proper- 
ly yank'them up, the next best thing 
is for ^obfteco growers in all stites 
to- organize and bring to hear upon 
the next congress a popular, wave that 
will compel'the representatives of our 
trusts-and combines-in national legis- 
lation to climb- down. 


It is stated - 'and undoubtedly with 


truth, that tobacco growers 'of the 
<iouth.are much worse off than twenty- 
years ago, and' get the merest exist- 
ence from the soil. The internal rev- 
enue laws as stated cnabl.; the buyers 
of the -trust to do the buying of the 
crops just as they' plea«e and to pay 
any old ' price they please, and there 
is no help, for the growers can not 
sell -their 
tobacco otherwise. 
There 


»re no competitive buyers, for with 
every year this competitive buying has 
grown "le?s and less because of the in- 
creasing power of the trust aided by 
the laws of the country, and not a 
move is made to compel the trust to 
unbuckle. The planters in their efforts 
to get from beneath the trust grind, 
tried to hold back their tobacco, thai-. 
they could do, and it was all. 
They 


could not sell as they might wore the 
laws different. 
Then the trust tackles 


the 
fertilizer 
factories and through 


their mysterious ways induced them so 
the charge is made, to withhold proper 
credit from the planters and force the 
collection of notes given for fertilizers, 
thus compelling the planter to let- his 
tobacco go for the price the trust agents 
would pay. 


The states car. do much by creating 


warehouse facilities for the growers, 
but congress can do far more, by re- 
lieving the present intolerant 
restric- 


tions on the selling of the 
raw leaf. 


Here is an instance of where no new 
laws ore needed, just a simple resolu- 
tion directing the government to com- 
pel its- internal revenue 
bureau 
to 


loosen up, and if a, law is needed it 
does not have to 'he very long, just 
a few lines changing the methods and 
processes adopted in our laws relating 
to tobacco growers as the bureau has 
laid down, and the tobacco trust wiH 
have been hit a whack that will be 
heard in every state where tobacco is 
grown. 
The point is where it is so 


clearly seen a. trust can be smited in so 
easy a way, would our law makers and 
government embrace the opportunity, 
Will they! 


WIZARD 
It is difficult to sec wherein the trans- 


action of J. Kdwird' Addicks or "Gas" 
A-ldicks, as he is better known in Dela- 
ware politics as relates to the affairs of 
the Bay State Gas company are. any wise 
different than those in which many of 
our wizards have gulled oil with appar- 
ent impunity for years. Addicks i;1 com- 
pelled by judgments to pay back to the 
treasury of the Bay Slate concern £880,- 
000, this being his profits in a stock and 
bond deal in a total profit of S920,'000. 
It Bt-sras there were others concerned 
with him, but he appears to have been 
the main figure: 


The Bay State was organized to sup- 


ply gas to Buffalo and Addicks is charg- 
ed" with forming a construction company. 
Then he is alleged to have caused the 
parent concern to buy from the construc- 
tion concern $1.000,000 3 per cent bonds, 
thesi! to have been issued later on. Then 
this $1,000,000 is said entered into the 
cash of the construction corporation, but 
later the bond issue for .some reason not 
being effective, tho parent corporation 
received instead bonds of the People's 
GH». Light and Coke company of Buffalo. 
The court finds this was mostly all gilt 
a,nd that, the profits going to Addicks 
was about $890,000. and-further was 
found to have become the sola owner of 
the conntruction company having pos- 
session of a.11 it» assets for a .considera- 
tion of $28,000. This is wizard finan- 
ciering, but' if th« truth could be known 
practically the same as that employed in 
numerous instances of nigh art financier- 
ing and known »B high finance. It does 
not seem to materially differ from some 
of the accounts lately published of oth- 
er wizards especially of the rail, only 
looks more rotten and . thn managing 
manager seems to have lost his grip. 


THE COMMISSION SYSTEM. 


The Noble commission government 


measure receives an advance on the sen- 
ate calendar.. It is made to only apply 
to cities of a certain class and only 
wh«re a two.-thirds vote of the people 
have voted to adopt the system. The 
commission system of government as 
employed by Galveatou, Texas, accom- 
plished wonders, and its fame spread rap-

This is the view taken by. the'presi- 


dent and if certain commanding inter- 
ests want a let up, they can b«st secure 
it, by complying not only with the law 
but with the fair laws, of trade; 


ITS COSTIMFT FOU ULW. 


Commissioner Smith aa-yg in- his report 


to the president that the Standard Oil 
after the old rebate system was drop- 
ped, "wa» able to establish a system of 
secret or open discrimination of rates 
in its favor throughout practically the 
entire country." Through 
control, of 


transportation and refusing to extend its 
pipe'line system to independent inter- 
ests and at the same time able to pre- 
vent the independents from constructing 
pipe lines of their own, and through 
price manipulations, it has secured con- 
trol of the oil interests of the country 
to the extent of 8+ per cent.' This vast 
power is mainly had through control of 
transportation facilities and devices, best 
known to the corporation. These .charg- 
es arc official and made to the president 
of the United-States. Further, the re- 
port charges the Standard with substan- 
tially failing to comply with the rate 
law of July 29, 1906, as regards common 
carriers, its pipe lines coming under that 
head. 


orrosixc NEW COMERS. 


Now after all southern farmers are 


going to oppose any immigration into 
their states. This is' foreshadowed by 
the action of the Farmers' Union of 
Georgia who formally protest against 
any encouraging of immigration, con- 
demning the movement to that purpose- 
and protesting against the legislature in 
making any appropriation to the Geor- 
gia Immigration society. The fanners 
protest against immigration because it 
will bring undesirable citizens into their 
state; ''that they will crowd the native 
Georgians out of the factories, and that 
the admission of so many will increase 
the production, of cotton and lower the 
price. Resolutions were also passed 
asking senators-and states, congress and 
senate to do all in their power to re-- 
strain the tide of immigration to the 
United States." There would seem to be 
in view of this, nothing more to say. If 
the Georgians don't want new comers, 
surely they don't'have to have them.

general belief of the public that prinfln 
contract labor should not compete with 
honest labor.

side manufacturers and of labor both. 
It" i» obvious in securing the labor of the 
penitentiaries at far below the. market 
scale of wages an injury is inflicted up 
on all free labor. Thus with labor at 
fifty-five cents » day and common labor 
at 'twenty-five cents, these prison con- 
tractors obtain decided advantages. They 
produce fininhcd products and compote 
in the market and can of course under- 
sell all competitors. These Iowa men do 
not object to prisoners working, but .they 
do object to this labor being sold as it 
is so far under the going scales for free 
labor.

Important 
and expensive improve- 


ments arc being made, by the Racine <Sa* 
Light company, on.the lake shore north 
of Third street. Many men and 'teams 
arc engaged on the work. Old -lake shore 
protection put in' yearn and years ago 
and 'buried under earth filled'in, has baen 
dug out and the timbers found to be in 
a, good state of preservation. A tank ov 
bolder, expected to hold .1,000,000 feet 
of gas is to be erected, and not only will 
this supply be Used by Belle City pat- 
rons, but also farmers along the pipe 
line just laid between, this city and Ke- 
nosha, and also by Keno»ha people. 


The question has often arisen as to 


whether.the Gas Light Co. is the legal 
owner of the land, that is their right to 
(ill in the lake at that and other points 
and gobble the beach made by waves 
washing up the iand. First a protec- 
tion was built close to the shore line in 
order .to protect the works and after 
this was filled in with. ;solid earth.an- 
other protection was built farther out. 
Many have asked if this spece will not 
be eventually filled in by the company 
xnd used for building and storiiig pur- 
poses.

The first cabin erected by a bona-fide 
settler was by Captain Gilbert Knapp, 
founder of the city, in 1834. The river 
at that time flowed through devious 
channels, as the mouth of the stream 
was filled with sand 
and 
mud^ The 


mouth was between the present lines of 
Second and Third streets. 


Boat Landed Provisions. 


In 1S3J) a vessel loaded with provisions 


arrived from Chicago. In order to fa- 


cilitate the discharge of the cargo, the 
vissel was, by some riieans, pulled up, 
the stern on- the beach, just at the point 
where the present work is being done 
by the Gas Co. Settler* from the sur- 
rounding country came to assist. It was 
an exciting time and Captain Gilbert 
Knapp. superintended the business. The 
wind freshened, the waves began to roll, 
the sky'was dark and lowering; gulls 
were flying over the waters and Cap- 
tain Knapp taid tfce birds'indicated a 
storm. He was right, but the cargo was 
landed and stored, and the vessel washed 
on the shore and wrecked. 


Later oa A. B. Finch, Homer, Jac- 


ques, Burns, and many others built huts 
and squatted on .this land. Nelson Pen- 
tileton opened up the first lumber yard 
in 1844, and it was after .this'that the 
ertrly settlere took possession of the 
land" aud'they earned a living by shav- 
ing shingles by hand. Later a large 
planing mill was built, owned by I- M. 
Hill, and it u'as in this mill that his wife 
lost her life, her clothing catching in a 
revolving shaft, haling her in and mang- 
ling her body- 


Some Other Buildings. 


Warehouses were built 
by 
Robert 


Gather, M. B. Head, S. C. Tuckerman, 
Button'und Raymond, all of whom did a 
liirgft forwarding business. At the foot 
of 
Third street -Dutton and. Murphy 


built a bridge pier «nd when vessel* ar- 
rived the passengers and freight 
was 


landed on this pier. The propeller Man- 
hattan went ashore and was wrecked 
here in JS4T. Later the pier was owned 
by Dutton and Raymond and the Healy 
and U'fihttm company, and after that it 
was torn out -and discontinued, 


There was a great lawsuit grew out of 


this pier wherj it was in use. One of 
the vessels arriving attached a line to 
the pier to save the ship from going 
ashore. Great damage was being done 
to the structure. A. P. Dutton took an 
ax. cut the line and the «hip went ashore 
and was lost. The owners sued the pier 
owners for damages. The case was car-y 
rie,l to the United States supreme court 
and was decided in favor of the pier 
owners, the court declaring that the ship 
had no right to attach a line to the 
pier. John W. Carey was attorney for 
the pier owners. 


Remarkable Feat. 


One of the old settlers tells » remark- 


able story about a good sized vessel at- 
tempting to enter the harbor in 1837, 
roissed, ran into and through the bridge 
pier. AH of the crew leaped off the ves- 
sel on the pier, believing the boat would 
be lost. Instead the boat, all sails ««t, 
shot out into the lake, there not being 
a sou! on board except a small dog. The 
vessel sailed way across the lake and 
went ashore near St. Joseph, Michigan. 


This is only a brief history of the 


early ownership and incidents in con- 
nection with the property now being con- 
verted to the use of the Racine Gas Light 
Co.

How to Kill Moths. 


Contrary to the general belief, cam- 


phor, naphthalene and tobacco will not 
kill cloth morns, says Surburban 
Life. 


Thry act merely an repellanta; 
where 


they are used the moths will not dejXMit 
CKR9' If t^6 *W5* are already l*id, or if 
the young have hatched, substances of 
this nature will have tto effect. 


In 
—y or June the moths appear and 


lay their eggs- which soon hatch in to 
destructive grubs that feed on feathers, 
wool, fur and other things of an animal 
texture. The campaign against th« 
moths must start early in the spring if 
immunity for the rest of the year is to 
be enjoyed. 


The easiest way to rid clothes of 


moths is to give them ,1 thorough brush- 
ing once a week and then expose them 
to air and sunshine. Where th»y are to 
be packed away, fumigation with carbon 
bisulphide is the surest method. 
The 


garments are put in a tight trunk, with 
moth marbles. 


Then a saucer is placed on top of the 


pile with four or fire tablespoonfuls of 
liquid carbon bisulphide in it, easily ob- 
tained at.all druggists. The lid is closed 
and the trunk left undisturbed until the 
clothes are wanted. 


The bisulphide evaporates, and, being 


heavier than ain settles through th« 
garments.' It is deadly to insect life and 
will destroy it in all stages. No odor 
will remain in. the clothes after airing 
them a few moments, so tliat they can 
be used' as soon as they are taken out. 
The moth marbles prevent other 
fe- 


males from crawling in to lay their egj>n. 


A simple way. but not sure, if after 


brushing the goodn to pack them in or- 
dinary paper boxes or flour tags, paeans 
a strip of paper over the cracks in 01 jer 
to keep out the moths. 
For closets, 


cracks, carpets, furniture 
or carriage 


furnishings, a thorough sprinkling of 
benzine or gasoline will clear out the 
pests.

Test Inheritance Tax Law.- 


Marinette Eagle-Star: Judging by 


dispatches, the constitutionality of the 
Inheritance tax law will be tested in the 
United States supreme court, by a.Wis- 
consjn case, that is familiar to Marinetta 
people, it being the estate of Dan«l 
Wells, Jr., that has been picked out to 
make the test upon. A case ha« just 
been', instituted in tne United Statei cir- 
cuit court at Milwaukee, which involves 
the recovery of about 5M4.000 alleged to 
be due under the inheritance tax law 
from the estate of Daniel Wells, who left 
an estate to his adopted daughter, Fasny 
Wells Xorris. 


The point involved in his case is th« 


construction, of the amendatory act of 
March 2, 1901, which *nact«d thai inheri- 
tance taxes would be dus and payable 
in one year from the time of the death 
of the testator. Up to that time the 
courts had construed the inheritance, tax 
law as enacting that these taxes should 
b« due payable in 20 year* after the 
death of the testator. The repealing act 
of June 2T, 1902. enacted that the JHM- 
Visions of the will should continue in «f-. 
feet .for the' purpose ,of collecting all 
taxes already imposed.. 


Daniel Well* died within a year from 


the date of the passage of the r«p«aliBf 
act, and for other f statts invoked by th« 
same' construction, that tha taxes were 
really not due and would not hare been 
payable until one year after th« death 
of the testator, at which time the inheri- 
•tanco tax law: was no longer in e««et. 
About S8,000,0o6"in taxes, alleged to bo 
due the government, are involved in the 
case.

This question ha* fccen twice argued in 


the supreme court of the United Statei, 
and each time the court has been equal- 
ly divided on the questbns involved, 
there, being no vacancy. It is hoped, »ino* 
the accession of Mr. Moody to the bench, 
to get an opinion from tho full court.
